AUTHORITITLE and SUBJECT. 


The AUTHORITITLE section lists all articles 
alphabetically according to the author’s last name 
and by the first word of an article title. 


The SUBJECT section lists articles alphabetically by 
title under an appropriate heading. Most of the articles 
appear under more than one subject heading.
